As be repeated the last sentence, he 
asstined an air and tone of sarcastie joeularity 
und then asked me, if I kad read Sir Roberts 
publication. 1 rejlied in the affirmatise, «It 
is porsible,”" he said, “ that Fe wrote fram the 
testimony ef other people, equally pròne ta ec- 
rof as himseif; he cannet pretend to have 
done it from his own observation. Can you 
tell me,” continued Napoieon, “ whether ie 
Sidrey Smith, in any official comimunicatien 
to vour government, attempted, in any wey, lo 
corrohorate the testimony ef Sir Robert Wit.

It had becor‘e a matter of nn 
necestity. «The oecupation of this town for 
any length of time, war impracticable, from the 
forse that Jezhe Pacha was enabled té bring 
forward. The sick and wounded were a 
merotts, and their removal was my first consi- 
derstion _ Carriages, the most convenient that 
could be formed, were appropriated to tle pur- 
ose. Some of them were sent by water to De- 
miette, and the rest were reeammodated, in 
the best possible manner, to accompany their 
comrades in their march through the Desart. 
Seven men, bowever, occupied a quarantine 
hospital, who were infected with the plague, 
whose report was made me by the chief cf the 
medical staff; (1 think it was Degenette.) He 
further added, that the descase had gained such 
u stage of malignancy, there was not the least 
robabilky of their continuing alive beyond 43 
hours” “ I here excleimed, ina dubious tone 
the word seven ! and immédiately atked whe- 
ther [ ‘vas to understand that there were ao 
more than seven ®? &1] perceive,” he re lied. 
« thut vou heve heard a different Bn ú 
«é Most assuredly, general Sir Bobert Wilson 
states $7 or 77 ; and «peukirs mare collective- 
Iy—yeur whole sick uqd waunded.” He ther 
ocveded= "The Turks wer ’ 
pr ie Turks were numerous and 
powerful, and their cruelty prove: bial through- 
out the army. 'Fheir practice of mutilating 
and barbarously treating their christian prison- 
ers in particular, was well knowr among my 
troops, and had a preservative influence on my 
mind and eenduct: and Ido sffirm, that there 
were Only 7 sufferers whom circumstances 
compelled me to leave as short-lived sutferers 
at Jaffe … ‘They were in that stage of the dis- 
case which rendered their removal utterly im- 
practicable, exclasive of the dissemination of 
the disease gmong the healthy troops. Situat- 
ed as was, I could not place them under the 
protection of the English; L, therefore, desired 
to see the senior medical oMicer, and observing 
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to him, that the afflictions of theïr disease 
would be cruelly aggravated by the conduct of 
the Turks towards them, and that it was Im- 
ossible to continue in possession of the town, 
Faesired him to give me his best advice on the 
occasion. said, tell me what is to be done ! 
He hesitated for some time, and then repeated, 
that these men, who were the objects of my 
very painful salicitude, could not survive forty 
eight hours. I then suggested (what appeared 
to be his opinion, tho’ he might not choose to 
dectare it, but wait with the trembling hope to 
receive it from me) the propriety, because 
felt it would be humanity to shorten the suf- 
ferings of these seven men by administering 
opium. Such a relief, 1 added, in a sìmilar 
situation, [ should anxiously solicit for myself. 
But, rather contrary to my erpectation, the 
proposition was oppose, and conseguently 
abandoned. I accarding!y halted thearimy one 
day ionger than l intended ; and, on my quit- 
tiug Jaffa, 
tinued in that city till the third day. At the 
expiration of that period an officur’s report 
reached me, that the men were dead ” “ Then, 
general,” [ could not resist ezclaiming, “ no 
opium was given” — The empbatic answer Ì 
received was—" No, none!’ —Â report was 
brought me that the men died before the rear 
guerd bad evacuated the city,” 1 again inter- 
rupted him by mentioning, that Sir Sydney 
Sinith, when he afterwards entered Jaffa, 
found one or two Frenchmen alive “ Well,” 
he answered, “that, after all, may be pos- 
sible ?? It was, I think, at this period of che 
conversation, that he stated his being in pas- 
session of a letter from Sir Sydney Smith, 
written in very coraplimentary language, which 
expressed the writer’s astonishment us well as 
praise, on the uccommodatioos which were 
contrived amd ereented to transport the French 
ziek and wouad-d from Acre to Jaffa, and 
thence aeross the Desart. J here took occasion 
to observe, “that alate Eng'ish traveller, à 
distinguished scholar and learned professor of 
the University of Cambridge, had ezcited a 
very general doubt respecting the accuracy of 
this part'calar part of Sir Robert Wilson's 
narrative.” Dactor Clark, the person to whom 
1 allude, “had,” 1 said, “ travelled through 
Turkey, and, a+ 1 believed, by the route of Av:p- 
po and Damascus to Jerusalem, and from 
ther.ce te Jaffa, where he remaived some time. 
Y'his gentleman, whose character stands high n 
the world, may be said to contradiet the tusti- 
zaony of his country man, Sir Robert, respect- 
ing the charge which the former may be raid 
to have brougkt forward against you. Though 
he merely states that he never heard of the 
cruel transaction, but very naturally observes, 
that if such an ertraordinary event had oecur- 
ed as the murder of such a number of French- 
men by their own general, some traces or Fe- 
collection of so horrid an event, and of such 
recent occurrerce, must have transpired and 
Leen communicated to him during his Test 
dence there.” A question instantaneously fol- 
Jowed—* Has this traveller said any thing ef 
El Arish?” My memory did not serve me 
enfficient to give an answer. “ Well,” he con- 
tinued, ** you shall also hear the particulars of 
El Arish and the garrison of Jaffe. You have 
read without doubt, of my having ordered the 
Turks to be shot at Jaffa,” “Yes, indeed,” Ì 
replied, « I have often heard of that massacre 
in England—it was a general topic at the time, 
and created asa British mind never fails io 
consider subjects of thst deseription.” He 
then proceeded :—“ At the period in question 
eneral Desniz wasleft in Upper Egypt, and 
leber in the vicinity of Damietta. Ll left 
Cairo and traversed the Arabian Desart, in Of- 
der to unite my force with that of the latter at 
El Arish. The town was attacked, anda Câ- 
pitulatioh succeeded. Many of the prisoners 
were found, on erxmination, to be natives © 
the mountains, and inhabitants of Mount Ta- 
bor, but chiefly from Nazareth.

I did aot hesi- 
taté, under such eircumstances, to command it. 

The attack was dreadful, and the carnage 
erceeded any action had then witnessed. 
We carried the place, and it required all my 
efforts and influence to restrain the fury of 
the enraged soldiers. At length I succeeded, 
and night closed the sanguinary scene. At 
the dawn of the following morning a report 
was brought me, that 500 men, chiefly Napo- 
lese, wha had lately formed a part of the gar 
rison of. El Arish, and te whom I had a few 
days before given libesty, on condition that 
they should return to thrir homes, were ac- 
toal!y found and recognised amongst the pri- 
soners. On this fet being indubitab!y ascer- 
tained, 1 ordered the 500 men “ to be drawn 
out and instantly shot”’— In the course of our 
conversation, his anxiety appeared to be ex- 
treme, that 1 sheuld be satisfied of the truth 
of every part of his narrative ;and he conu- 
nually interropted it by asking me, if 1 perfect 
ly comprehended bim. He was, however, pa- 
tience itseif, when 1 made any observatiuns 
erpressive of doubts I had previous'y enter- 
tained respecting any part of the suhjecte 
agitated between us, or any unfavourab'e opn 
nion entertained or propagated in England. 
Whenever 1 appeared embarrased for an ans- 
wer he geve me tine to tefleer ; and Ì could 
hot but lament that IT had not made myself 
better arquainted with the circumstances of 
the period under consideration, as it might 
have drawn bim into a more enlarged history 
of them,— He now returned to the subject of 
Sir Robert Wilson, and asked me if 1 knew 
ary thing of his military character, and the 
tendemrey of his writings, and if the hatter had 
added to his fortune. Ireplied, that 1 could 
not speak upon either from my own knowledge; 
but [ was induced to suppose from the servi- 
ces in which he had been engaged he must
